* MOST ‘OF THE Council mem- 
bers agreed that the Student 
Council as a whole has adopted a 
cautious outlook toward the new 
proposed Articles of Student Gov- 
ernment. 

The new program will not be 
acted upon hurriedly, they felt, 
but will be carefully considered in 
future meetings before any defin- 
ite steps are taken to Implement 
it. 

The purpose of the proposed 
amendments, said Al Rode, Stu- 
dent Council president, Is to "ex- 
pand the base of the student gov- 
ernment.’’ The increasing enroll- 
ment of full-time students at the 
University means more "activity- 
minded students," he said. The 
Student Council is now in a period 
of transition: it is legislating for 
the future, as well as for the pres- 
ent, he pointed out. 

"But the most important thing 
about this new plan,” Mr. Rode 
continued, "is that it not be 
pushed too quickly . . . It’s not a 
final thing yet. We hope we’ll be 
able to iron out the flaws." 

Mr. Bob Shuken, Student Coun- 
cil advocate, also stressed that the 
proposals should be considered 
carefully before they are pre- 
sented in final form to the student 
body for approval _ 

'Support of Plan 
In support of the plan, ' he 
pointed out that the new system 
would increase student represen- 
tation and might result in the 
formulation of many new Ideas 
about the activities program at 
the University. It would not add 
to the power of the present Stu- 
dent Council, but would create a 
new body "to do some of the 
things the Council doesn’t have 
tine to do now,” he said. 

As advocate, Mr. Shuken super- 
vises all student elections. Be- 
cause fewer student government 
positions would be elected directly 
by the student body, voters would 
have a greater opportunity to 
study the qualifications of candi- 
dates, and the result would be 
"fairer, less chaotic elections,” he 
said. 

Increases Participation 
Meredith Eagon, Student Coun- 
cil publicity director, agreed with 
Mr. Rode and Mr. Shuken that the 
new system would increase the 
percentage of students patlcipat- 
lng in student government, but 
she differed with Mr. Shuken on 
the election question. "It is un- 
fortunate that so few members 
of the Senate would be picked by 
ali-Unlversity election,” she said. 

Student Representative* 

Elva Schroebel, Council fresh- 
man director, also Saw merits In 
the proposed plan, but she ques- 
tioned the advisability of the rep- 
resentation system in the Student 
House. The House members, she 
pointed out, might tend to remain 
representatives of their own or- 
ganizations, and not of the Unl- 
veraity at large. ‘Those who have 
power over student government 
. . . should be representatives of 
the students, and not of groups,” 
Miss Schroebel said. 

Four other Student Council 
members questioned said that they 
had not taken a stand for or 
against the proposed plan. One of 
them pointed out, however, that 
allied organizations in the Student 
House might tend to vote in blocs. 

Voting Tradition 
Another commented that tradi- 
tionally, the Coundl president, 
vice-president, comptroller, advo- 
cate and member or members-at-

* A PROPOSED REVISION OF 
the Articles of Student Govern- 
ment which, if adopted, would re- 
vamp the University's entire Stu- 
dent Council system, was submit- 
ted to the entire Council at last 
Wednesday’s meeting. 

The revisions were the report 
of a committee consisting of Al 
Rode, president; Bob Shuken, ad- 
vocate, and Ed Rutsch, vice-presi- 
dent. 

The proposals would replace the 
present Student Council with a 
two-house Student Congress, pat- 
terned much like the legislative 
branch of the federal government 

In order to be adopted, the new 
system must receive the approval 
of the Council, the Student Life 
committee, a majority of the stu- 
dent body, the President of the 
University and the board of 
trustees. \ 

The present Student Council 
consists of a president,' Vice presi- 
dent, secretary, comptroller, advo- 
cate, activities director, program 
director, publicity director, fresh- 
man director, Student Union 
chairman and member-at-large, 
all elected by the entire student 
body, and a representative from 
each school and college in the 
University, elected by the students 
he specifically represents. 

The new student government \ 
plan would create a two-branch 
legislative body In place of the 
present Student Council. 

One branch, the Student House 
of Representatives, would be com- 
posed of an elected delegate from 
every recognized student organi- 
zation on Campus, with the excep- 
tion of social fraternities and 
sororities, who would be repre- 
sented by delegates from the Pan- 
hellenic and I n t e r-Fraternity 
Councils. 

The other student government 
branch, the Student Senate, would 
be composed of a president, vice 
president, secretary, comptroller,

advocate and three members-at- 
large, all elected by the entire 
student body; representatives 
from the Schools of Law and Med- 
icine, elected by the students they 
specifically represent; and a pub- 
licity director, freshmaq director, 
activities director, program di- 
rector and Student Union chair- 
man, all five selected by a two- 
thirds majority vote of the Stu- 
dent House. 

The vice president of the Sen- 
ate would serve as chairman of 
the House. He would not have 
voting power in the Senate, but 
would act as a liaison between 
the two bodies. 

The five members of the Senate 
elected by the House would peti- 
tion for their offices. They would 
have full voting power in the 
Senate. 

The House would have power 
to initiate legislation regulating 
and coordinating all student ac- 
tivities except intercollegiate and 
intramural athletics, which are 
controlled by University admin- 
istrators. It would also recom- 
mend to the Senate the appoint- 
ment of chairmen of Student Con- 
gress standing committees, such as 
Homecoming, Winter Weekend 
and Career Conference.

ommendntions of the Student 
House would be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Senate. Standing 
committee chairmen appointments 
would require a two-thirds ma- 
jority vote of the Senate. In turn, 
any Senate action could be ap- 
pealed to the Student Life com- 
mittee, judicial branch of the stu- 


dent government system, by a 
two-thirds majority vote of the 
House. 

The Student Senate would have, 
In addition, all powers now held 
by the Student Council. It could 
initiate and pass any legislation 
without the House’s recommenda- 
tion. 

The Senate would meet weekly; 
the House, monthly.
